BROKEN RAILS. 

' Among oil tho causes of railroad ac¬ 
cidents in the United States, none is 
mentioned with greater frequency than 
the broken raih 

Many onuses ure . assigned, and 
doubtless many ure contributory. Aa 
excess of phosphorous, not easily el¬ 
iminated by tho Bessemer process, by 
which nearly all American rails are 
made, has been most commpnly blam¬ 
ed; but some of the most mechanical 
engineers now regard this cause as un* 
Important* Improper shape and lack 
of pressure in /rolling modern heavy 
rails proportionate to that which was 
available for the lighter rails of the 
past nr* more important faults. An

Tho fault of shape is the thinness of 
the Web or the hank of tho rail; and 
the thinness of the base. The dis 
p roportioa between theso parts , and 
he head of the rail tends to a lack of 
uniformity in texture aftor cooling*

Moat important of all is the strain 
.imposed upon rails by tho great weight 
and high speed of modern trains. Me¬ 
chanical engineers believe that with 
the present stylo of rail tho limit of 
safety is reached at an Oxle load of 
forty-five thousand pounds; yet many 
trains considerably oxcoed that figure. 

Tho American Railway Engineering 
and Maintenance of way association 
and the American Society for Testing 
Materials hay* adopted specifications 
for a standard rail heavier in tho web 
and in the base than those now InuSo; 
and these specification.:; have been ap 
proved by the American Society of Civ¬ 
il Engineers. Meanwhilo the head of
